The variations of the Barometer, during this period, hjive been bpt triflino-. It 
has been observed, on the 25th and 26th of November, at 29.5 ; qn the 8th of De- 
cember, it was as high as 30.4 ; the rest of the time it varied littl« from °30. 

The Thermometer has been unusually high for the reason, having been, on the 24th, 
25th, 29th, and SOthof November, at 8, a.m., as high as 50° ; it has been seldom as 
low as the freezing jjoint; op the SZi of November, and 8 ch of December, it was, 
however, as low as 29. 

The wmd has been observed 16 times SJE. ; 14-i>.W. ; 3 W. ; 10 N. ; 4 E. ; the pre- 
valence, therefore, has been Easterly. 
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l.A!T1lionth-was very unfavourable to evening observations on the planets, for only 
one w»» visible in the hours before midnight, and this, which was Jupiter, did not 
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rise till past aix in the evening i be indeed afforded ample opportnnity to the aUrotte- 
mer to contemplate the noble orb, and the moons that accompanied it. 

February it distinguished by two eclipses : the ooe of the Sun, on the 1st ; the other 
of the Moon, on the I4lh ; the former onTy visible in these countriei, and that only par- 
tially, as the Sun rises eclipsed. Of the planet^ one only is visible in the evening, bat 
this IS Jupiter ; and he is seen, soon after sun-set, in the east, and affords sufficieot fa- 
cilities to the astronomers to observe the eclipses of his moons. 

The Moon is newon the 1st, at 36 minutes past eight in the moroing, and shecrostc* 
the ecliptic, in her descending node, at night. The c^sequence is, an eclipse of the 
Sun, which rises eclipsed at 27^ minutes past sevap-^: its greatest obscuration is at 1 
minute past eight, and the eclipse ends at 1 1 J miouteq past ttine. The digits eclipsed 
are seven degrees twenty-six minutes on the Sun's southern limb. The crescent of th« 
Moon will be visible on tt^e 9d, as, though she is a little southt>f the ecliptic, she is in 
a favourable sign, entering upon thetwdfth under the eighth of the Waterbearer. 

On the 7th, the Moon is on the meridita at 1 9 minutes past five, having above hef 
on the west, the first of the Ram, ana betiSV hei" the first ofthe Whale, the latter star 
being near to the meridian to the east. As the night advances, we shall notice, above 
her, the Pleiades, and Aldebanui, with the Hyad^ 

On the 10th,. the Moon is on the meridian at 4 minutes past eight, having under her 
Orion, the third and second stars being to the WM^ and the first near to the meridian 
on the east. Above and neir to her on the west, is the nxth, and, higher up, the se- 
cond of the Bull, or the stars at the tips of the horns^ the soiahern horn heiog &e 
nearest. Above her, to the jeast, are the seventh and twel|Ui of the Twins, and farther 
olT the two first j below herls the third, which she will have j^asted before her next ap- 
pearance. 

On the 14th, she is on the meridian at 43 minutes past eleven, having, directly above 
her, the small stars in the head of the iion ; the aaatical star Kegulns, or first of this 
constellation, boMto the east of her, and Iu]iiter, at a coasitlenSlc distance froot her 
to the west. BekMr her is Alphard, the first of the Hydra. On this day, she passes 
the ecliptic in her ascending node, between nine »Bd ten m the morning ; and, as she is 
near the full, a^i eclipse may be expected. 

On the 15th is full moon, at 43 mnt^tts past eight in the morning, at which time is 
aii eclipse, and, of Coarse, not visible Snoar istauil. The eclipse begins at 10 minutes 
past seven in the morning, -and end" at two minutes past ten ; the digits eclipsed being 
on the south limb, seven deglcA and three quarters. Iii the evening she rises under 
the first of the liiop, and H perceived to be receding from it during the whole of the 
night. 

On the IRth, the Meoa rises uader the five stars ia triangle of the Vir^, the third 
of this constellation being near to her, and her recess from this star will be noticed dur- 
ing the night ; and it will be perceived, that she will pass the first of the Virgin at 
some distatice from the Mar. 

On the 23d, the fAooa rises in the morning, jmd is followed, soon after her rising, by 
the second of the Scbrpion. As she atcends the heavens, the groope formed by her, the 
second and first of the StorpioOj alid Mars, to the east of her, will excite attention. 

On the 2Sth, she rises after Mars„ and, before sun-rise, is perceived to be directhig 
her course towards Vetjus, at a considerable distance ftom her ; but she does not teaeh 
this planet this month, though she passes Sktnru on the 26th. 

Mercury is a morning star, in an unfavourable situation, and with a sotithero latir 
tude continually increasing. On the first, he is cot seven degrees above the horizon at 
sun-rise, neat tbe south-east, and, conseqncntly, ftw but the keen astronomers will see 
him this month. The Moon does hot p»s him this mimtfa, being to the east of htm oi( 
the 1st, and to the west on the last day of the month. 

Venus is a momingstar, at first at » considerable distance from the Son ; Iwit she !« 
in an unfavourable situation, and in her descending nod£ in the second week. On the 
1st, her height above the horizon at sun-rise is not nine degrees, and this is continually 
decreasing, three causes conspiring to diminish the height; her distance from the sun 
decreasing, the unfavourableness of her position increasing, and her northern latitude 
decreasing, till she passes the eliptic, and then her touthero latiude iacreasiog. 
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The Moon <Ioe« not pass her this month, though she does in a few hours after the 
expiration of it. Mars is a morning star, on the meridian at seren in the morning of 
the 6th, and at half past six' on the last day of the month. The Moon passes him on 
the 24th. 

Jupiter is in a favourahle situation, being on the meridiaiv on the Ist, at 20 minutes 
past eleven at night, and on the 1 pth, at ten. His motion is retrograde, thrdugli three 
degrees. As the darkness of evening comes on, he will be seen, in great splendour, 
in east by north, under the two first stars of the Twrius. The Mooon passes him on 
IStfa. 

Siituro is a morning star, partaking with Venus of the unfavourableness of the sign, 
the tenth ; in *hich^they are on the Ist near to each otiier. But the motion of Saturn is 
slo^, and, conseque&ty, his duration above the horizon before sun-rise, and his height 
at that time, are daily in<;reasing. The Moon passes him on the ^6th. 

Hert-hell is on the meridian at near three quarters past six o'clock in the morning of 
tbe Ist, and twenty-five minutes past five of the 2l5t, The Moon passes him on the 22d.
